Sweet corn, to he 
at 
its 
best, 
should he eaten within a few hours 
after it is picked, for 
its 
sugar 
content disappears very rapidly a l ­ 
ter it is removed from the garden. 
Fur this reason and because of its 
very general popularity, it is excel­ 
lent vegetable to grow in the home 
garden. 
It should he painted 
on 
rich land and cultivated in the same 
manner as field corn. 
Beginning as 
soon as the soil is warm, successive 
plantings may he made every 2 or 3 
weeks until late summer. 
Another 
method of prolonging the supply is 
to plant early, medium, and 
late 
varieties. 
The seed should be plan­ 
ted about 2 inches deep, in drills 3 
feet apart, and thinned to a single 
stalk every 10 to 14 inches. 
The varieties recommended by the 
specialists in the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture are: 
For early corn 
Golden Bantam 
and Adams Early, 
and for medium and 
late 
varieties' 
Black Mexican or Croshv’s Early, 
Country Gentleman, 
and 
Stowell’s 
Evergreen. 
The last named variety 
has the largest ears and is the most 
productive. 
Sweet corn should be planted 
on 
rich land. 
The cultivation 
should 
be frequent and thorough, and 
all 
weeds should be kept 
down 
and 
suckers removed from around 
the 
base of the plant. 
Anotlwr favorite vegetable is the 
tomato, whic h now forms one of the 
most important of our garden crops. 
In the North, it i> very desirable to 
start the plants in a house 
or 
a 
hotbed, and to transplant them once 
or twice in order to secure strong 
and vigorous plants by the time all 
danger from frost is 
past. 
Pot- 
grown plants are especially 
desir­ 
able and they may he brought to the 
blooming period by the time

warm enough to plant

safety in the garden.

Eggplant is started and handled 
in the same way as the tomato. 
It 
is, perhaps, less widely known, but 
is rapidly becoming a popular vog- 
table. 
The soil best adapted for 
its production is a fine, rich sandy 
loam, well 
drained.

should he set in rows 3 feet apart 
and 2 feel in the row.

Sweet corn, to be at 
its best, 


hould be eaten within a few hours' 
fter it is picked, for 
its 
sugar 


ontent disappears very rapidly at- 
er it is removed from the garden. 
|"or this reason and because of its 
•ery general popularity, it is excel- 
ent vegetable to grow in the home 
garden. 'It should be painted 
on 


•ich land and cultivated in the same 
nanner as field com. Beginning as 
soon as the soil is warm, successive 
ilantings may be made every 2 or •" 
veeks until late summer. Another 
method of prolonging the supply is 
o plant early, medium, and 
late 


•arieties. The seed should be plan- 
ed about 2 inches deep, in drills 3 
feet apart, and thinned to a single 
stalk every 10 to 14 inches. 


The varieties recommended by the 


specialists in the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture are: For early corn 
Golden Bantam 
and Adams Early, 


nnd for medium and late varieties 
Black Mexican or Crosby's Early, 


Country Gentleman, and 
Stowell's 


Evergreen. The last named variety 
las the largest ears and is the most 
productive. 


Sweet corn should be planted on 


rich land. 
The cultivation 
should 


frequent and thorough, and 
all 


weeds should be kept 
down 
and 


quckers removed from around 
the 


base of the plant. 


Anotl«er favorite vegetable is the 


tomato, which now forms one of the 
most important of our garden crops. 
In the North, it is very desirable to 
start the plants in a house or 
a 


hotbed, and to transplant them once 
or .twice in order to secure strong 
and vigorous plants by the time all 
danger from frost is past. Pot- 
grown plants are especially 
desir- 


able and ,they may be brought to the 
blooming period by the time it is 
warm enough to plant 
them with 


safety in the garden. If the plants 
are not to be trained but allowed to 


lie on the ground, they should be set 
about 4 feet apart each way. If 
trimmed and tied to stakes they^may 
be planted in rows 3 feet apart and 
18 inches apart in the row. 


In comornn with all plants grown 


in a house, hotbed, or cold 
frame, 


tomatoes require 
to 
be hardened 


off before planting in the garden. By 
this process the plants are gradual- 
ly acclimated to the effects of the 
sun and wind, so 
that 
they 
will 


stand transplanting to the 
open 


ground. 
Hardening off is usually 


'accomplished- by ventilating freely 
and by reducing- the amount of wa- 
ter applied to the plant bed. The 
bed, however, should not become so 
dry that the plants will wilt, or be- 
come seriously 
checked in their 


growth. After a few days it will be 
possible to leave the plants uncov- 
ered during the entire day and on 
mild nights. 


Eggplant is started and handled 


n the same way as the tomato. It 
s, perhaps, less widely known, but 
s rapidly becoming a popular veg- 
etable. 
The soil best adapted .for 


ts production is a fine, rich sandy 
oam, well 
drained. 
The 
plants 


should be- set in rows 3 feet apart 
and 2 feet in the row. Free culti- 
vation is desirable and the 
plants 


;hould lie kept growing rapidly. On 
the other hand, many growers be- 
lieve that 
fresh 
stable 
manure 


should not be used for 
eggplants 


and that the land should not con- 
tain unfermented vegetable matter 
to any large extent. A dozen goot 
healthy plants should supply enough 
for 
the 
average-sized 
familv 


throughout the season.
